THEM. 


The Firet Doctor He Saw How the Old Fat Physi- 
cian Improved Him-The How Between Two 
Big Medicine Men-The Indispensable 
Family Physician— Hospital Scenes. 


The first doctor I ever saw had a good dea 
of diameter and about three ‘times asfmuch 
eireumference. He was bigger round than 
high up, and in childish ignorance I associated 
his sive with his profession and have never 
yotten over it. To this day when I read of a 
great physician I think of him as a large, fat 
man. Ivcan’t help it. All the small or the 
lean, long doctors seem to me a mistake. This 
old Doctor Hall was a dignified, dressy man, 
and wore a heavy gold watch chain, with big 
links, and a broad, flat key and a seal attached 

with an H cut in it. With 
profound reverence did we 
children watch him when he placed 
ene of his fat hands upon the pulse 
and held his big gold wateh open in the other.

When President Cleveland accepted Presi- 
dent Garrett's tender ofa special train to carry 
him over the Baltimore and Ohio railroad to In- 
dianapolis, that company began to make prepara- 
tions of unusual Completeness, Extraordinary 
precautions were to have been taken to insure the 
safety of the president. Officials over the entire line 
ofthe railroad were summoned to Baltimore for 
couference, and onty those high in authority were 
acquainted with the fact that the presidential party 
would go over the road. It was arranged that two 
trains should be run, one an‘hour ahead of the 
other, and between them pilot engines and track 
walkers, so that no moment for an hour prior to the 
coming of the presidential special was there to be 
any the personal inspection of the 
track. 

The first train have two three extra 
cass, closed up, so.as to create the impression, that 
the presidential party was aboard, this being done 
to avoid the crowds which might otherwise gather 
atthe (depots and stations enroute. ~The second 
special, which was leave Washington from a 
point known only to those in the confidence of th 
president, was torun one hour behind the first 
specialand be composed of five private cars, hamely 
Mr. Garrett's car forthe use of the president, and 
the ears of Vice-President’s Spencer and Smith and 
General Manager Dunham and General Su- 
perintendent Lee for the cabinet, Two 
engines were ordered to be ready at each division 
headquarters, and in every instance to be most care 
fully inspected and thoroughly gone over.

“Tl would rather send him to try these lawless 
people than a regiment of soldiers,” observed 
the governor in a conversation recently. 

There is no doubt that rigid and decent 
prosecution and the slow entrance of eastern 
aud English capital are doing much to civilize 
the desperate mountain characters of Tennes- 
sec and Kentucky; but there is another pow- 
erful cause at work. Thisis the steady adop- 
tion of temperance laws, nearly forty out of 
one hundred and eighteen counties in Ken- 
tucky having within a recent period voted in 
favor of local option, with a prespect that more 
will follow.

HANGING BY WHOLESALE, 


Ninety-Three Chinese Pirates Suspended 
From the Yard-Arm. 
From the Chicago News.

fair hanging,” remarked a retired old salt who 
hid circumnayigated the globe seven times, 
ard whose home had been on the briny for 
thirty-six years—“quite a fair hanging, that is, 
in @ retail way—but it ain’t a circumstance to 
the wholesale send-off I witnessed once in 
if bina. A cigar? Thanks—don’t care if I do,” 
said the ancient mariner, and lighting it he 
tcok a few pulls at the weed and _ his memory 
ard settled himself in his chair to relate the 
following to a Daily News reporter : 

“It was along about ’77 that I shipped. in the 
German bark La Mona, bound from Bombay to 
Shanghai. We stopped ou the way at Hue, 
where we took on board a party of twenty- 
three Chinese merchants. They had been to 
Hue to dispose of their goods, and were re- 
turning to Hong Kong with their proceods, 
All went well until off the Island of Hainan. 
when we got becalmed and lay floating around 
uncer the tropical air without a breath of air. 

“Along about 3 in the afternoon our lookout 
descried a sail, which soon developed into a 
fleet of sixteen Chinese junks, whose decks, 
upon a nearer approach, could be seen covered 
with men, which told us without need of a 
flag that they were pirates. Thinking our- 
selves lost, as we were unarmed, but deter- 
mined to hang on to life as long as possible, we 
all made for between the decks and stowed 
curselvyes away in the cargo. We soon heard 
the junks come alongside, the trampling of 
feet overhead, the nailing down of the hatches, 
a dull, grating noise, and all was still. 

“Presently we could hear the rush of water, 
the pirates having scuttled the bark by boring— 
which accounted for the grating—intending to 
drown us like rats in atrap. We madea rush 
for the hatch, but could not move it. We suc- 
eceded, however, in breaking through the 
bulkhead that led tothe forecastle, and reached 
the deck. The pirates had taken the Chinese 
passengers and all of our boats except a leaky 
one, Which, after a hasty patching, we jumped 
into, lowered away, and pulled for the shore, 
only a mile off. There we were met by a howl- 
ing nich, who caught, beat us, and, stripping us 
of every stitch of clothing, drove us out of the 

age, sothat we were obliged to tramp, with 

ays of the burning sun blistering our 
, about five miles to the town of Hainan, 
on the other side of the island. We went di- 
rectly tothe house of the American consul, 
furnished us with 
clothing, listened te our story, and sent for the 


the 1ighboring country; other children 
became affected and many persons, 
at first only the old and’ poor, and 
friene less, but arterward some of the most upright 
and respectable persons in the town who endeay- 
ored to stem the tide of popular delusion by pro- 
testing against it, were accused of being witches. 
A special court was opened the first week in June 
for the trial of the cases, and several sessions were 
held, the last opening September 9, Nineteen per- 
fons—six of them men, incliding one clergyman, 
and thirteen women—were hanged during the four 
months Pee mE Spon the first meeting of the court. 
Another man, who stood mute at his trial. refusing 
to plead, was subjected to the penalty of peine forte 
et dure, that is, was pressed to death with heavy 
weights placed upon his body. A reaction of public 
sentiment now set in, and though another court was 
held during the next January, at which three per- 
fons were condemned to death, none of these was 
executed, and in May the governor set tree all the 
accused persons then in jail, to the number of 150, 
Clergymen and judges who had been, ayear before, 
eager for the punishment of the witches, now con- 
essed themselves at fault, and repented the share 
they had taken in the prosecutions. No similar ex- 
clement ever recurred in any of the colonies.

A Brief History of a Remarkable Craze in 
Colonial Times. 

The belief in witches and witchcraft was very 
general in early colonial times. There was mueh 
excitement in England during the reign of King 
James I. on the subject, and the excitement natur- 
ally spread to this country. In Virginia there were 
several instances of witchcraft, which were dis- 
posed of by ducking the victims. In Pennsylvania 
we find the only witcherait case recorded in 1685. 
A woman was tried, on perfectly trivial evidence, 
for bewitching cows and geese. 
The counell, presided over by Peun, 
found the woman not guilty according to the terms 
of the indictment, but guilty or common 
fame as a witch; and she was bound ia 
the sum of £100 to good behavior. In the colonics 
there were reputed witches, but only in Massachu- 
setts was the extreme measure of putting them to 
death adopted. Previous to the extraordinary e€X- 
citement about the Salem witches there had been 
several executions on this charge in the Massachu- 
setts colonies. The latest instance had been the 
hanging of an Irish woman in Boston in 1655, ac- 
cused of bewitehing four children.

THE WEEK'S REVIEW 
SITUATION. 


All Hopes Abandoned of a Tory Majority in 
Parliamert—The Parnellites Striving for 
the Balance of Power — The Demand 


to be Made for Local Self-Goverment. 


Lonpon, December 5.—The political situa- 
tion tonight is one of perplexities to all British 
The liberals close the week with a 
tie with the tories and Parnellites combined, 
There are, however,enough constituencies yet to 
vote to make the whole issue one of absolute 
uncertainty. A glance at the history of the 
campaign will make the reason of this plain, 
When Mr. Gladstene was defeated in a parlia- 
mentary vote, in which home rulers withdrew 
their strength from him, he knew his absentee 
votes, added to the votes he tallied, would be 
mere than sufficient to overcome the entire al- 
lied opposition. He was disgusted with his 
whole relationship to the Irish party, and con- 
fident in his strength, resigned power in order 
to regain it on a new foundation, whereon he 
shows it to be independent of Irish members. He 
desired to have atjhis back thejBritish majority 
so that whatever he might do for Ireland 
should be accepted as a conclusion and not as 
extortion. He felt able to accomplish this re- 
sult. He had enfranchised 

TWO MILLION VOTES, 
had redistributed the boundaries of constitu: 
encies, and felt certain that his party would 
largely from these nieas- 
ures When the campaign opened, how- 
ever, the. radical leaders went off on 
“their own hook,” and tried to secure an alli- 
anee with the home rulers with whom they 
believed they could secure government for 
themselves. While engaged in this effort the 
radicals committed themselves to several very 
advanced principles which were popular 
throughout Ireland and Scotiand and in Eng- 
lish rural provinces, containing the bulk of the 
newly enfranchised voters. Chief among these 
was disestablishment. The Parnellites, how- 
ever, distrusted the radicals of courting an 
alliance with the torics, who were then in first 
flush of power and stronger with the people 
than now. ‘The bome rulers accordingly allied 
with the radicals in order to secure better 
terms of the conservatives. The latter finally 
agreed to the Irish terms of the Parnellites. The: 
Salisbury compact was announced, By this 
time Mr. Gladstone had become thoroughly 
aroused and by main force he compelled the 
fadicalsto return to their allegiance to the 
liberals, but they had soe generally and thor- 
oughiy 
PLEDGED THEMSELVES TO DISESTABLISHMENT 
that their reunion with Gladstone’s followers 
scared away from him large numbers of mod- 
erate liberals who went over to the tories to 
save the  ehurch.” These accessions 
were sO numerous that the conserva- 
threw aside all other issues 
“A pledged themselves before the country as 
efenders of the English church. In thisat- 
studs, they received so much encouragement 
that they felt certain of suecess wichout Irish 
help, and so after this had been turned over to 
them by a manifesto from Parnell, the con- 
servatives repudiated it and passed as a pure 
and unalloyed English party. In the mean- 
time, Mr. Gladstone, by alinost superhuman 
efforts, had sueceeded in dwarfing the impor- 
tance ofthe disestablishinent issue by loealiz- 
ing itin Scotland, where itis popular with the 
majority and throwing it outfrom the cam- 
paign altogether in England, whereit is un- 
popular with the majority. By this achieve- 
ment he stopped the religious stampede from 
his ranks and brought hack thousands of de- 
serters. Voting hadnow begunin the large 
towns. The liberal party gradually drew to- 
gether, and the tory party left without a dis- 
tinct issue, as gradni ally dwindled. The 
Varnellites have atond together to a man while 
they have voted in all cases against the liberal 
candidates and in favor of the tory nominees 


aiats ate ssharnain mo nationnlnt candidate 
was running. They have practically parted 
company — the tories. 

At the time of writing, the liberals have elec- 
ted 313, conservative : 245, and Parnellites 70; 
while Mr, Gladstone has therefore 70 majority 
over the tories,-they and the home rulers tie 
him. Never before in English history was a 
political situation just like this. Thereare clearly 
four distinct and distinctive parties. The rad- 
icals and liberals are nominally united, and so 
are the tories and home rulers. The latter al- 
liance is unnatural and unreliable, while the 
former, although unreliable, is natural. The 
radicals claim the credit of the liberal suecess 
among the new voters and the liberals claim it 
amongthe old. The conservativesare 

IN A HOPELESS MINORITY 

without the solid Parnell vote, and would be 
helpless with it against the radical and liberal 
vote combined. On the other hand, the Par- 
nellites could alwavs depend on the large rad- 
ical yote on any fair parliamentary 
measure in the interest of Ireland. From 
this it is plain that if the tories should retain 
power they could never be certain of their 
ability to pass any measure, even with Irish 
vote, and could never be sure of commanding 
that.Such a government would only be impotent 
and ridieulous. If the liberals should assume 
power, they could never count on a whole 
radical vote, and consequentiy would be with- 
out ability to command a majority for any af 
their government measures. The _ radieals 
might affiliate with the Parnellites, but if they 
should do so the liberals and conservatives 
would assurediv ¢ combine against them. The 
situation is one of unparalleled pe rple Xity. It 
shows that the people of Great Britain are 
clearly divied into four parties, no two of 
which are analagous. It makes the prospec- 
tive British government depend on party deals. 
It demonstrates that there is at present 
no majority in Great’ Britain for

The Forty-Ninth Congress. 
The first session of the forty-ninth congress 
will meet in Washington to-morrow, and, for 
several months, the capital will be a very in- 
teresting spot, if not for office-seekers, at least 
for the casual spectator. The message of 
Cleveland will be the first business document 
submitted to congress since the days of Bru- 
chanan, and it is likely, according to all ac- 
counts, to contain matter on which demo- 
crats may be allowed pleasantly to divide 
without casting a shadow of suspicion on 
their party fealty. There is the silver ques- 
tion, for instance. If the president has not 
changed his mind, he is in favor of suspend- 
ing coinage, whereas there are many good 
democrats who believe that, if the value of 
the silver dollar is really not more than the 
bullion value, the suspension of coinage will 
still further depreciate the value of the metal 
and practically bring about the result for 
which the banks are panting—namely, the 
premium on gold. 
It is thought, too, that there will be some- 
thing of a conflict between the president and 
a republican senate in respect of the nomina- 
tions to be sent in. Such a conflict will not 
be at all uninteresting, but the probability 
is that the senate will not deliberately enter 
into any conflict in which it would have 
altogether the worst of it. There is no doubt 
that the democratic president is more than a 
match for the bourbon republicans who de- 
sire to cripple him. : 
Whatever happens, however, THE ConsTI-

The English Elections. 

As’we write the closing elections are taking 
place, and the returns indicate that the libe- 
rals will have a small majority over the tories 
and Parnellites combined. The English and 
Scotch counties have met the expectations of 
the liberals, and if there had been only one 
liberal candidate in each of the Manchester 
districts and in some of. the other boroughs, 
there would have been a good working ma- 
jority in the next parliament to support a 
liberal cabinet. As things will doubtless 
stand at the close of the elections, the liberals 
will be in ae quandary. Mr Gladstone will , 
have to choose between becoming the head 
of a government that a handful of weak- 
backed liberals can kick over and the head 
of a strong opposition. At present the im- 
pression prevails that he will refuse to form 
a ministry unless he has something better 
than a majority on paper. If he does not 
accept office, he will lead a party that will 
render the tories very uncomfortable. The 
latter must depend upon the Irish members, 
and between their exactions ‘and the blows 
of an aggressive opposition, the tories will 
wish they had never been called to power. 
It is indeed doubtful whether they can be 
induced to hold on to the government. They 
see plainly that Gladstone is still England’s 
real king. 


A Missing Traveler. 

The dangers of travel are many. But in 
addition to the perils of the sea and the un- 
celtainties of the railway, we must take into 
account the men and women who live by the 
robbery and’ murder of wayfarers. 

A short time ago Mr. Peter Bruce, of Dun- 
dee, Scotland, started to Kansas City to visit 
friends. He was a middle aged man, unused 
to travel, nervous and timid. He left bis 
wife at home and made his journey alone, 
taking a considerable sum of money with 
him. Something doubtless occurred to ex- 
cite his alarm. When he landed in New 
York, instead of continuing his trip, he went 
to Newark, N. J., and from that place wrote 
to his friends. The tenorof his letter showed 
that he was ina state of terror and excite- 
ment. He said: ‘‘Iamblockedhere. Please 
send word by return mail if I can come or 
not. I] want to see an honest man once more. 
I have been in a shop here, but it was too big 
fur me. My ticket takes me to St. Louis, 
and I want to know the cost from St. Louis 
to Kansas City. Tell me though, whether I 
come or not, by return of post. The people 
here are all Philistines. I have had a very 
narrew squeeze for my life more than once. 
I find goed people, too, but I guess it takes 
too long a time to find them out. I want to 
see you anyhow. Quick now, write right off 
to me.’’ 

The letter had hardly reached its destina- 
tion before it was followed by a telegram an- 
nouncing that the dead body of Bruce had 
been found in a meadow near Newark. He 
had been murdered and robbed. 

It is believed that the unfortunate man 
was shadowed by ruffians who, perhaps, ac- 
companied dim across the water. They drew 
him out, learned that he had money, and 
marked him for their prey. In some way 
Bruce detected their design, and he attempt- 
ed to throw them off the track by going to 
Newark. His precautions, however, were of 
no avail. Doubtless many of the mysterious 
disappearances reported from day to day, if 
they could be explained, wonkl be found 
similar to the Scotchman’s case. Travelers 
must keep an eye open for the Philistines. 


Negroes in Northern Cities. 
he Alumni Magazine, published by an 
jon of Lincoln university, a college 
ple situated in Philadelphia, 
gives promindpce té an article that diseusses 
the rate ef mortality among negroes living in 
northern cities. Twe cities only are consid- 


of the colored population, while there were 
only 24.12 deaths in each thousand of the 
white population. And yet the colored pop- 
ulation of Boston has risen from 2,400 in 1865 
to about 6,000 in 1884. 

Philadelphia contains 38,302 negroes, and 
their death rate last year was 29.31, as against 
arate of 21.27 among the whites. The negro 
population of Philadelphia is steadily in- 
creasing, and there is a feeling among them 
that it is the northern paradise of their race. 
A close inspection of the statistics from 
these two cities shows that the excessive 
mortality of the blacks is largely due to 
infant mortality. They are also more sub- 


1 ject to disease of the lungs and throat, but 


are less apt to suffer from zymotic diseases. 
The writer of the article from which we take 
the facts herein given very significantly says 
that lung diseases are pre-eminently the ene- 
my of all ‘‘the tinted races.” 


The American Log Cabin. 
A newspaper comes to us with a picture of 
the house in which the late Vice-President 
Hendricks was born. 
It isa plain log cabin. A rade chimney, 
outside the logs, leads the way from the hum- 
ble hearthstone. Two square holes, cut in 
the front side of the hut, served as windows. 
A larger hole made the door, to which square 
hewed logs were the steps. In this house the 
great statesman first saw the light. 
It is at once the glory and the strength of 
American institutions, that they bar the pro- 
gress of no honest and devoted man. The 
paths through which men have reached the 
highest places in this republic lead oftener 
back to the little log cabin, than to the man- 
sion. Lincoln wasa rail splitter, Johnson a 
tailor, Clay a mill boy, Garfield a canal hand. 
In our own state, Stephens began with noth- 
ing, Hill went with his brown jeans clothes 
from between the plow handles to school and 
Brown sold wood and truck on the streets of 
Dahlonega. In business, as in statesman- 
ship, there is no limit set to the progress of 
the boy who was born in the American log 
cabin. Our greatest merchants acquired in 
the rude and hard life of a poor boy the self- 
reliance and resolution that carried them to 
fame and fortune. 

As a matter of course, all boys who are born 
in leg cabins cannot become vice-presidents. 
There are more boys and more log cabins 
than there are offices. But the lesson taught 
by Mr. Hendricks’s life, and the lives of hun- 
dreds who preceded, and of hundreds who 
will follow him, is, that in this government 
of the people, by the people, and for the peo- 
ple, industry, and courage, and honesty will 
win when birth and fortune would fail, and 
that the grassy path from log cabin door leads 
without hindrance fo shining heights. 


Homes, and How to Beautify them. 

This is the era of home decoration. In no- 
thing has art and science made such progress, 
as in beautifying the interior of the houses we 
live in. The progress has happily been in the 
direction of cheapness rather than of extrava- 
gance. In this day of excellent but cheap pa- 
pers one may beautify the walls of a room 
for a trifle, and secuer effects that a few 
years ago were possible only to the wealthy.

THEY CANNOT BET AT ALL. 


A Decision Which Disarranges the Plans of 
Prominent Jockey Clubs. 

New York, December 5.—{Special.]—Turf- 
mcn ef all grades, from the wealthy amateur 
owning a fine stable of racers to the profes- 
sional gambler interested in bookmaking, are 
affected by a supreme court decision that the 
scheme devised last summer by the Coney 
Island Jockey club for betting without violation 
of the state law isillegal. It wasthought that, 
by a system of pretended prizes for wi nnin 
horses, in which a small per centage of the 
funds should, really goin that way, bat nearly 
all be awarded to those contributors who had 
nominated the winners, the transactions would 
net come under the statute which forbids 
wagers under any circumstances. 

A friendly lawsuit was instituted, with a 
view to getting a decision that would protect 
next scason’s betting from police interference. 
The intention was to clear out the poolsellers 
and bookmakers entirely, and conduct all the 
betting under the official auspices of the club. 
The hope was that in this way a thorough re- 
form of the damaging abuses of the sport would 
be effected. The American Jockey club and 
the Menmouth park association stood ready to 
adept the system, in case the court sustained 
it. David Dudley Field, a devout Presbyte- 
rian, Thomas, G. Shearman the right-hand- 
man of Beecher in Plymouth chureh, and 
William C. Dewitt a leading 
Episcopalian, all lawyers of eminence here, de- 
clared that the evasion of the law was success- 
ful, and they approved of it as a moral move- 
ment, too. However, Judge Pratt has decided 
that it isa failure. ‘“To say that the scheme is 
anything else than betting,” he explain, “is to 
split hairs.” The plan therefore falls to the 
ground, and all is conjecture again as to next 
year’s turf sport hereabouts. ‘The gamblers are 
delighted, because it leaves them a possible 
chance of continued business, but the chub men 
are discouraged. 


A STATE OF TERROR. 


Nashville Infested With Incendiaries.—The 
Blind Asylym Fire. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., December 5.—[Special.] 
Evidence accumulates that organized incendi- 
arism is at work in Nashville. Last night’s 
destructive fire, it is now said, positively was 
incendiary, aud there were four more alarms 
teday. The most dastardly piecs of work so 
fer has been the firing of the blind asylum, 
three times within twelve hours, all fires bois 
suppressed with comparatively small loss. The 
inmates of the asylum were nearly panicked 
ou two occasions, and a serious calamity nar- 
rowly avoided, Special detectives have 
been put on the track of the 
incendiaries, and considerable uneasiness is 
felt throughout the city, as no one knows 
where next a fire will start. _ Factories, resi- 
dences, out-houses and other buiidings alike 
are considered in danger.

A RECEIVER ASKED FOR. 


A TEMPORARY INJUNCTION CRANT- 
ED AGAINST THE M. &N.G. R. R. 
The Original Stockholders of the Marietta and North 
Georgia Railroad Filea Bil) Againet the Pres. 
ent Management—Applying for an In- 
junction and a Receiver, Etc., Ete, 
eociniesiendicesintaaniy 

A Fy ecial to The ConstTITuTION from Mari- 
etta, published yesterday, stated that a num- 
ber of thé old stockholders of the Marictta and 
North Georgia railroad had filed a bill against 
the present management of the road, in which 
application was made for an injunction and the 
appointment ofa receiver. 

The bill was examined by Judge Fain and a 
temporary injunction cranted until the22d in- 
stant, when the application fora receiver will 
be argued. Judge Fain will, in all probability, 
preside, as Judge Brown is disqualified, owing 
to the fact that his son is one of the attorneys 
for the applicants. 

The bill reads: “©. D. Phillips, et al., vs. the 
Marietta and North Georgia railroad, et. al.: 
application for an injunction and the appoint- 
ment of a receiver.” A copy of the bill was 
brought to Atlanta yesterday, and placed in 
the hands of Mr. Hoke Smith, counsel for the 
defendants, who is now 

PREPARING AN ANSWER TO IT. 

‘The injunction is gotten out by certain stock- 
holders, principally those who obtained their 
stock through the syndicate of which R. F. 
Maddox, of Atlanta, was the head, which syn- 
dicate built the twenty-six miles from Marietta 
to Canton, although Colonel Maddox does not 
appear in the bill as one of the applicants. 

The leading point in the bill is the charge 
that Kinney & Eger made a contract for the 
completion of the read, their compensation to 
be m stock, and-that after working awhile 
under this contract they obtained stock enough 
to control the corporation, and that then a 
beard of directors friendly to Kinney & Eger 
released Kinney & Eger,and made a new 
contract with Eger, by which he was to receive 
bonds instead of stock for the completion of 
the road. The defense is that the original 
contract with Kinney & Eger was not to 
complete the road, but to work upon it for five 
months, and that the contract on its face de- 
clares that itis simply a temporary contract, 
and the second contract, under which Eger is 
working, was approved by the board of direc- 
tors and approved ata meeting of the stock- 
holders, at which most of these stockholders 
were present, and nearly all of the stock was 
voted in favor of the contract. 

THE INJUNCTION WAS GRANTED 
by Judge Fain December 2, and the 22d was 
named as the day upon which the applicants 
will be called upon to show why a receiver 
should be appointed. 

The defendants look upon the application as 
one of little consequence eXpressing a firm 
belief that the court will refuse to grant an 
injunction and appoint a receiver: 

W.M. & C.D. Phillips, of Marietta, 
the attornies of the petitioners. 

WHAT COLONEL MADDOX SAYS, 

Yesterday a CONSTITUTION reporter called 
upon Colonel R. F. Maddox,one of the original 
stockholders who was the head of the syndi- 
eate af constrictors that bwild the road. for the 
purpose of ascertaining what he knew of the 
injunction. Said he: 

“The original contractors were R. F. Mad- 
dox, William Phillips, J. M. MeAfee, Chas.

The road was built by us from Marietta 
to Canton, a distance of twenty-five miles, and 
stcck tothe amout of fifty-five thousand dol- 
lars was issued. Each of us got nearly ten 
theusand dollars, and I think that all of them 
held their stock to this day. I know that I 
have mine. When the road reached Canton it 
was discovered that we 

WERE WITHOUT FUNDS 

to continue the line further, and we all drop- 
ped out but General Phillips, who remained. 
Soon aiter we severed our connection with 
the enterprise Phillips got in with the men 
who now contro] the road, and the work was 
again started. The suit, as 1 understand it, is 
breught for the purpose of protecting the 
original stockholders, who were the builders 
of the road from Marietta to Canton. Iam 
one of the original stockholders, but I had 
nothing to do with bringing the suit and 
my name does not appear as one of the appli- 
cants in the bill. These stockholders, I think, 
have rights that should be protected. aaa

I have always 
wanted to see it built. The road has already 
becn of vast importance to the people of that 
section, and I may say to the people of the en- 
tire state, and if never get 
any thing out of it I will 
bave the consolation of knowing that I had 
something to do with anenterprise that is of 
benefit to the people of Georgia. I put the 
first money into the enterprise that was in- 
vested in it by our party, and in fact furnished 
nearly all of the ready cish that was put in.

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jmes A. Gray and Colonel John 
' E. Bryynt Have to Say About It, 

Now that the 'Youyig Men’s Prohibition clab 
has decided to continue in existence, there is 
avery general desire to know the objects 
that are to be attained by the new life that is 
thus given to the organization. Mr. James A. 
Gray ofthe committee on continned organi- 
zation Was asked about the matter yesterday 
ard said: se 

“In the first place many pleasant ties were 
formed during the campaign, and we want to 
foster the good feeling that found birth in 
the club while we were fighting for prohibi- 
tion.”’ 

“What about future campaigns ?” 

‘Well we want to beready for any emer- 
gency. I think it is pretty certain that we 
will have another campaign two years hence, 
but I do not believe the prohibitionists will be 
defeated then. We want to keep alive the 
enthusiasm that has been aroused.” 

‘What about offices?’ 

“I do not believe that the club intends to take 
any part in politics, except as between prohibi- 
tion and anti-prohibition. There are thirteen 
hundred members, and I do not belieye a half 
dozen of them would bolt a party notnination 
to vote for a prohibitionist who was running 
as a prohibitionist.” 

‘Will you press prohibition before the state 
democratic convention ?”’

THE BREAKFAST TABLE. 

Wise Suggestions For the Right Use and 
Adornment of the Morning Meal, 

More care than is usually given the breakfast 
table would be well spent,both for the comfort and 
refinement of the family. The informal-ty of the 
first meal of the day does away with much ofthe 
ceremony, especially when the family breakfasts 
alone, but good taste may always be displayed. 
Little attenfions to decoration and pretty arrange- 
ments of fruits and flowers charm the eye and whet 
the appetite, while the every day observance of 
simple, elegant table manner promotes comfort 
and culture, and prevents the possibility of embar- 
rassment upon state occasions. Every meal ought 
to be as good as the housekeeper can afford, and as 
taste costs nothing but a little expenditure of time, 
there is no reason why the most modest meal should 
not be neatly spread and served with style that wil. 
add a charm to the occasion. It is always prefer- 
able at the family breakfast to have a few well 
cooked dishes, such assuit the taste of each indi- 
vidual. There is really very little extra work in 
this way of living, and when adopted all anxiety in 
entertaining ceases. 

Breakfast parties are growing in favor with 
Americans of late years, and it is a much more sub- 
etantial meal with us than with foreigners, besides 
being less formal than the dinner. The hour is 
from nine to eleven o'clock, varying with circum- 
stances. The invitation may be a simple informal 
note or the card of the hostess, in which latter Case 
below the name is written, ‘“‘Breakfast ten o’clock 
Thursday.” In serving breakfast there is little dif- 
ference in form.

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Monitorial Signs. 
From the Boston Cotton, Wool and Iron. 

No doubt many have turned over in their 
minds the question, what will be the final effect of 
the labor disturbances that are daily presenting 
themselves in all parts of the country. They are 
assuming a degree of importance suflicient to make 
them monitoria] signs that point directly to certain 
phases of industrial management, that will sooner 
or later effect a radicaland permanent change 
in the relations between capital and labor. The 
eetilement of the exact relative position of 
capital and labor is not likely ever to be brought 
about tothe satisfaction of both sides, any more 
than it has been since the early periods of the me- 
diayalage. With the changing of circumstances 
conditions will change accordingly, and new requi- 
siticns be made. To mcet these, new methods will 
have to be devised, There are principles, however, 
which remain unalteralie, and when they are lost 
Sight of, the most specious schemes fail. “It may 

‘willingly accepted, but there is more sympa- 
ithe laborer on the part of the employer than 
cmpioyer on the part of the laborer, 
The cause is natural. There are but few employers 
who have not been at some time of their lives, 
among the working classes as fellow laborers, fa- 
viliar with their toils and discomforts, and cogni- 
zant of their perpiexities. Their industry and pru- 
dence, their skill and sagacity, alone enabled them 
to Fecome masters and capitalists. The employe of 
today, he whose ability has led him to no higher 
aspirations, has seldom had an opportunity to view 
the situation from a higher level than the one he 
occupies; and as he has had noexperience of the 
trials of an employer or capitalist, he can have for 
him no sympathetic feeling, except that which is 
eccremon between man and his kind. We are not 
disposed to stigmatize trades unions without quali- 
fication, on the contrary they ate capable of doing 
good, if their lines of action can be kept within 
circumscribed limits, by inculcating sentiments of 
fraternal feeling for mutual advancement. The 
chief defect of trades unions has been their ignor- 
iug the interest of employers, uopn wnaose 
success the prosperity of the employes 
de} end. I 
ica 
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Their methods have generally been one- 

ed, and no proper cognizance has been taken of 
the opposite side, made opposite because of their 
raising a barrier of antagonism. Another defect 
has been the attempt to establish a uniformity of 
wages irrespective of ability, athing that cannot be 
accomplished, though it were the law of the land. 
Another detect, and one that has cansed unlimited 
trouble, is the constant denunciation of the employ- 
er, attributing to him subtle schemes for exacting 
the utmost from those he emi- 
ploys, aceusing him of avariciousness, and 
magnifying alleged injustice to those who work 
for him. Uponthe illiterate, such pretentious talk 
exerts a most pernicious influence, and leads to 
violerce and to the degradation of labor to the 
level of debauchery. Their attacks of this kind 
are made as if a natural enmity exists between cap- 
ital and labor. There is no objection to the agita- 
tion of an economic question, whether it is applied 
to industrial matters or not. ane 
only exaction that can be placed upon it, is th. 
shall be confined to methoos that do not encroa 
on the rights of others. An employer cannot be 
expected to pay more than his competitors, and 
local gainsthat take no eognition of this cannot 
effect more than temporary results. The matter 
of supply and demand, after all, finally comes in to 
decide disputes or differences. The best solution 
is to educate the supply to a high intelligence.
